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Nitro Blast Is 
Set For Today 


CALGARY, Feb. 4—(CP)—The 
explosion of 5,000 quarts of nitro- 
glycerine, several times postponed 
and now scheduled to take place in 
Turner Valley today., may affect 
oil production throughout the world 
if successful. 

THE BLAST IS INTENDED to 
rejuvenate west flank well No. 2 
and perhaps the entire oil field. If 
the job does what its sponsors hope, 
it will crack the rock formation at 
the foot of the 6,900-foot well and 
release millions of barrels of oil 
geologists believe is there. It's only 
a chance, they emphasize, but the 
stakes are big and they've invested 
$80,000 in the experiment. 

Three explosions were planned. 
The first was to be that of a two- 
foot “bomb” loaded with TNT and 
placed 400 feet from the bottom of 
the well. It's explosion was to set 
off about 28 quarts of nitro in a 
long tube running from there to 
the bottom, The second blast was 
to detonate the 5,000 quarts at the)

“The government of the United 
States is satisfied that there is no 
revsonable ground for a belief that 
the presence of British troops in 
Greece can be regarded as consti- 
tuting a situation likely to endanger 
world peace and security,” the 
United States delegate said. 

MR. STETTINIUS’ motion was 
made after Foreign Secretary 
Bevin of Britain had cried “lie” to 
a charge by Andrei Vishinsky, Rus- 
sian foreign vice-commissar, that 
British troops in Greece were pro- 
tecting the rightist forces there. 

Mr. Stettinius said: “I propose 
that we thank the governments of 
Great Britain, the Soviet Union and 
Greece for their statements and 
that no further action be taken.” 

By such a decision, Mr. Stettin- 
lus said, “we are not imputing any- 
thing to Great Britain.”

Canadian Cruiser | 
On Training Trip 


OTTAWA, Feb. 4—(CP)—The 

nadiag eruiser Uganda will sail 
tomorrow from Esquimalt, B.C., on 
the navy's first post-war extended 
training cruise, a 16-000-mile jaunt) 
to Halifax by way of Cape Horn, 
the navy announced today. 

Thousands of miles of vigorous 
training manoeuvres will be inter- 
spersed by calls at poris in South 
America and the West Indies as 
the Unganda, under command of 
Capt. E. R. Mainguy of Ottawa, 
steams down the Pacific below the 
equator, around the Horn and back 
up the Atlantic coast towards Hali- 
tax. 

The ship’s peacetime complement 
is 700 officers and men. 

THE UGANDA, a 9,500-ton me- 
dium cruiser of the modified “Fiji” 
class, has modern facilities for 
training in radar, gunnery, naviga- 
tion, torpedo work and numerous 
other branches of sea warfare, Her 
main armament consists of nine 
six-inch guns, 

She was obtained from Britain 
in 1944 as the first all-Canadian 
cruiser. 

Naval service headquarters said 
arrangements have been made for 
prompt ‘delivery of mail for the 
ship. Letters and parcels need only 
be addressed “HMCS Uganda, care 
of Flect Mail Office, Ottawa.” They 
will be forwarded from Ottawa by 
the fastest route to reach ports of 
call ahead of the cruiser.

|strike of 3,500 American Federation 
of Labor tugboat workers in New 
York harbor, which Mayor O'Dwyer 
estimated would cut off 80 per cent 
of New York City’s normal flow of 
fuel and about half its food, began 
today. 

ABOUT 35,000 MEMBERS of the 
AFL International Longshoremen’s 
Union backed up the tugboat 
workers in their wage dispute with 
the New York Tugboat Exchange, 

Troopships, which are served by 
army tugs, will not be affected by 
the strike. Railroad-owned tugs 
and a few boats owned by two oil 
companies, also were expected to 
continue operating. 

As Mayor O'Dwyer planned for 
emergency distribution of supplies, 
his labor advisor and a federal con- 
ciliator arranged meetings with 
Union and company officials today 
in an attempt to settle the dispute,

Secretary-General Lie did not have to 
wait long for a test of his capacity as a con- 
ciliator.

The disagreement was set in train when 
the government of Iran lodged a protest with 
the UN Assembly that Russia was support- 
ing a revolt in its province of Azerbaijan. 
Russia followed by charging, through the 
Ukraine delegates, that peace was threaten- 
ed by the presence of British troops in 
Greece, 

Then the protesting government of Iran 
resigned, or was ousted, and its place taken 
by another cabinet which agreed to settle 
the dispute with Russia by direct negotia- 
tion. The Greek government denied that 
peace was endangered by the British forces 
in that country, said they were there with its 
consent and were not interfering in its 
affairs. 

Then came the exchange between M. Vish- 
insky and Mr, Bevin in the Security Council, 
which left nobody in doubt that the Organ- 
ization is confronting a major crisis, That is 
the very plain fact, Any long range implica- 
tions had better be passed over. 

The immediate threat is not to world 
peace, but to the prestige of the United 
Nations Organization itself. It is on trial, 
with people everywhere hoping that it will 
function as an inter-nation clearing house, 
but none too confident that it will. The split 
in the Security Council is by no means re- 
assuring. Any “ganging-up” tendency in 
either the Council or the Assembly would go 
far to destroy public confidence in the work- | 
ability of the new “League”.

The 
papers contained detailed reports 
from Rascher on experiments con-! 
ducted at Dachau in the winter of 
1942-43 on the subject of reviving 
unconscious frozen men with the 
heat of nude women's bodies. 

Witnesses at the war crimes trial 
of Dachau camp officials last Nov- 
ember told how Himmler came to 
the camp from Berlin and watched 
the experiments. 

NINA DIEHL became Himmler's 
secretary and temporary heart in- 
terest after a m@gdiocre stage car- 
eer. Later she married Rascher, 
who was commissioned in the SS 
(Elite Guard) in October, 1939, 

While Rascher was killing Ger- 
man and Polish Jews by subjecting 
them to pressure of 42,000-foot al- 
titudes in special chambers, she 
was taking color photographs of or- 
gans of freshly dissected bodies. 

When an attempt was made by 
one of Rascher’s enemies to get 
him transferred to the eastern 
front, Rascher and his wife count- 
ered by persuading Himmler to or- 
der a gigantic dry-cold freezing ex- 
periment at the Oswiecim concen- 
tration camp, Himmler’s papers dis- 
closed.

Former officer commanding The 
Loyal Edmonton Regiment and a 
brigadier with the Canadian Army 
overseas, Ernest B. Wilson, the main 
speaker of the evening spoke of 
the role of the individual in post- 
war international relations, He said 
that a first consideration was to 
see that Europe’s hungry people 
were fed. 

1F THEY WERE NOT fed, they 
would spread disease resulting from 
Jack of nourishment.

“As individuals 
we can influence our government 
through public opinion and give it 
direction to improve world unity, 
he said. 

HE SAID it was possible to get 
along with other people and with 
religions other than those to which | 
a particular people adhere. There 
must be some give and take. He 
pointed out the conglomerate nat- 
ure of the British 8th, Army and 
the unsurpassed sutccess it achieved. 


He contended that “each individ- 


the United Nations really gets in 
and helps rehabilitate the world. If 
we don’t help them, we'll be engulf- 
ed in a new war, after the ferocity 
of which none will need helping.’ 


Mr. Rosborough, in his remarks 
asked Alberta graduates to give all 
possible assistance in building the 
University of Alberta war memor- 
ial. 

THE TOAST TO THE University 
was proposed by Jack Stewart a 
law graduate. The chancellor, Mr. 
Justice Frank Ford declared that 
no government could be expected 
to provide everything for a univer- 
sity at the expense of other activi- 
ties. He felt that graduates could | 
do a great deal toward making both | 
public and government conscious | 
of the needs of education. He ad- 
vocated a selling campaign to the 
public so that the government could 
justify its university help.
